With Germany’s navy tightening lier grip on the Baltic and Russia 
pressuring her smaller neighbors for special concessions, Sweden began 
lo feel the pinch on her shipping and considered the possibility of shipping 
by rail from Stockholm to Gothenburg (as shown on map) to avoid 
Baltic sea lanes. 
German activity has been intense between the Swedish 
islands of Oela and Gotland and Sweden has ordered her vessels to follow 
coastal waters. 
A sailor arriving at Oslo, Norway, from Murmansk, Rus­ 
sia reported he saw the “lost” German liner Bremen and other German 
ships anchored there. 


H arrisburg, Oct. 4 
(A P)—Prices 
of farm products rose prom ptly w ith 
the outbreak of the E uropean war 
and were a t the highest level today 
since January, 1938 
T h a t is the finding of the federal- 
state crop reporting service, w hich 
recorded a rise of seven points in 
the index of general farm prices in 
the m onth ended Septem ber 15, and 
a sh arp advance in m any products. 
Since then, some prices have d e­ 
clined, but today’s general level was 
a high for 1938 and 1939 
"The increase in 
the index of 
prices received for the U nited S tates 
as a whole is th e largest m onthly 
change recorded since th e d ev a lu a­ 
tion of the dollar in the spring of 
1933,” said the service 
" It sharply 
reversed the dow nw ard tren d s in 
the index th a t had continued u n in ­ 
terruptedly for tile past two and 
one-half years.”

He said the operation is not a 
“cu re-all” for the disease but 
th a t of 194 patients so treated in 
six years 76 per cent had gained 
com plete or alm ost com plete re ­ 
lief from sym ptom s of high blood 
pressure and 24 per cent had 
shown definite im provem ent.

THREE TO PROBE 


W,P. A. ACTIVITIES 


By HENRY C. CASSEDY 
With the French Army on the 
Western Front, Oct. 4 (AP».—This 
is a very polite war they’re having 
along the western front. 
French officers do not refer to 
their opponents as the enemy, or 
even as Germans. 
They call them 
the adversary. 
Boys in the ranks 
have dropped the “Boche” 
which 
their fathers used in the last war. 
They say “Fritz.” 
The same unemotional attitude 
characterizes the combat. 
For ex­ 
ample, the French artillery opens up 
on the Germans 
The guns then 
cease firing. Tile French know that 
45 minutes later the German guns 
wig reply. 
They do, and the ex­ 
change ends. 
There is as little romance as there 
is high enthusiasm in this war. The 
troops barely sing. 
After a month 
of war. they have still to find a 
successor to the World war favorite 
"La Madeion.” 
One popular song 
is “J Auendrai,” ("ITI Wait'), but 
this is a sentimental ballad, rather 
titan a marching song. 
“We could not bring the old ones 
back,” an officer explained. “They 
revive too many memories." 
I attended an afternoon enter­ 
tainment tor soldiers. It was in the 
theatre of a small town Just behind 
the lines. A local priest played the 
accompaniments, 
and 
regimental 
talent performed before 
a 
crude 
backdrop showing a street scene 
with balloon-like trees and 
tipsy 
buildings. 
The

applauded 
pieces were Schubert's serenade and 
a musical comedy sketch by Offen­ 
bach. The first composer was born 
in Austria, the second in Germany 
The troops display considerable 
interest in war measures and mili­ 
tary affairs 
If you ask what is 
their war aim, they reply it is to cut 
Germany into small states “so they 
will never bother us again.” 
In turn, they inquire repeatedly 
about American public opinion and 
congressional action on neutrality. 
My American steel helmet caused 
a stir in one unit, and one soldier 
remarked "its too bad you aren't a 
whole army." 
They examined the 
helmet closely, and when I left still

SHOW ERS AID 


WINTER GRAINS 


Philadelphia, Oct. 4 (AP)—Rains 
brought a favorable condition In the 
top soil for the germination and 
growth of the winter grains, the 
final weekly report of the weather 
bureau on crop conditions lh Penn­ 
sylvania stated today. 
“Rye and barley are practically 
all seeded and some are coming up," 
the report said. "Wheat seeding was 
considerably delayed but is now 
nearing completion 
"The rains are too late to affect 
the season’s crops excepting pas­ 
tures and some late truck crops, 
which will continue to grow until 
stopped by freezing temperatures. 
"Potato digging continues with 
yields and quality ranging from 
poor to fair, and in a few regions the 
crop is reported as good. 
"Apple gathering Is in progress 
with yields And quality generally 
above the average.” 
Reviewing the season, the report 
said crops have been "fairly satis­ 
factory.” 
"The main crops, such as corn, 
wheat, rye and barley, will yield 
above the ten-year average in mast 
legions. The oats was rather short. 
Drought conditions set in as the 
grain was stooling and resulted in a 
large portion of the crop having 
very short straw. However, the grain 
was of good quality, and in many 
instances yields were better than 
expected. 
The hay crop, especially timothy 
and clover, was rather short, but 
favorable weather for cutting and 
curing helped to bring the results 
to a fairly satisfactory basis. 
Al­ 
falfa did not suffer so much from 
drought as the other hay crops, and 
two or three cuttings In nearly all 
parts of the state, under favorable 
conditions for curing, gave a finish­ 
ed crop that was not far below the 
normal. 
"Truck crops suffered considerably 
from the summer droughts but not 
enough to reduce the supply below J 
reasonable demands. 
“Orchard fruits ranged consider- j 
ably, according to regions, from poor 
to very good. Peaches were most • 
affected by the summer drought. 
“Apples were 
above the

for the last four or five seasons "
